WASHINGTON — President 
Donald Trump aggressively returned 
to the issue of sexual harassment 
Tuesday, again dismissing his own 
accusers as fabricators and attack- 
ing a female Democratic senator as 
a “lightweight” who “would do any- 
thing” for campaign contributions. 

The president’s attacks came in 
early morning Twitter posts after 
three of the accusers had come for- 
ward Monday to renew their charges 
from last year that Trump had sexu- 
ally assaulted them before he entered 
politics, and after the senator, Kirst- 
en Gillibrand, D-N.Y., had called for
